the evening of March 9 chastised his daughter
Annle, n paralytie, whom he had ordered to pre
his supper. Mrs. Jacksom testified that she nmrmm
beating the girl In the alley, and his wife begging
him to desist; she saw them return to their room,
adjolning hers, after which she heard a struggle
and a fall, and upon gelng into the 100m found w-..
Wilmer lying upon the foor dead ; she also gald she
had frequenliy heard him threaten to kill his wife.

The daugnter Annle was called by the Common-
monwealth, and testified that her father did nos
sirike her mother, bhut the latter started to go up
stairs with her baby in her arms, and fell with her
head agalust o step, which Killed her instantly,

Mr. Hagert cross-examined this witness closely,
and she sald that st the Coroner's inquest she I:Mi
sworn her father Knocked her mother down and
Klcked her head, but that she had sald so nnder in-
struotion from Jullana Jackson,

The examination of this witness was resumed this
moruning, but she ouly refterated her story,

Upon cross-examination by Mr, Pratt, represent-
ing the prisoner, she sald that Mrs. Jackson had told
her when she came into court to swear that her
father had struck and Kicked her mother,

Jullapa  Jackson, recalled, sald she  had never
bud any dificnlty with the prisoner abont the rent,

Cornella Bell (colored) testified that she resided in
the room above thut oceupled by the prisoner, and
abont the time of this ecourrence heard a cry, a
moan, and a fall in his room. She started down
stalré, but returned (o her room without hayving
seen apything.

Policeman Henry Gentner testificd that he ar-
rested the prisoner, who, when told that his wife
was dead, said he hado’t killed her,

Annle Wilmer recalled,

Q. When yon went ont into Lynn street after your
n!muwr fell, did you sce Oflcer Gentner? A, Yes,
sir.

Q. Did you say to him that your father had killed
your mother? A. Yes, sir,

Crogs-examined —I heard Mra. Jackson say to my
father he had killed my mother,

OMeer Gentner recalled—I met the prisoner going
away from the house, and took him back; when the
two doctors who were present pronounced the wo-
man dead, Mre, Jacksen sald to the prisoner, “Now
you have Killed her ot last;” this was about ten
nilnutes after I had met Annfe Wilmer in the street,

Margaret Aun Willlams, colored, testified that she
was attracted to Wilmer's house by the nolse, and
saw the prisoner holdiog his wife's head in his lap;
she asked him If he had Killed her, and he replied,
“O Mayg, so help me God 1 did pot tonch her; she
fainted,"
